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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Since our last report the school known as “The Rich- 
ardson school”’ has been discontinued and the scholars are 
now transported to the Ambrose school which was reopened 
at the beginning of the Spring, 1913, term. 

The Ambrose building has been shingled and placed in a 
condition fit for occupancy. 

There is still needed, however, more closet room and 
blackboard space, and the out-buildings require attention. 
The old style desks and benches in the school building 
should be removed and the new style put in. Those in 
the Richardson schoolhouse can be used in the Ambrose 
school house. 

As soon as it can be done without too great an expense 
for transportation, it would be advisable to discontinue the 
Goss Corner school and unite with either the Ambrose or 
Village school. Each of the schools in the district, with 
the exception of the Ambrose school, is now provided with 
all that is necessary for the practical work of the teacher, 
and only slight repairs need be made on any of the buildings. 

_ The change in the apportionment of the town in state 
taxes will place at the disposal of the school board this 
year an increased amount of money, so that it will be possi- 
ble to materially lengthen the school terms.
